WASHINGTON - The killer’s bullet which 
crunched Rev. King’s throat propelled another 
man into the national spotlight. There he will 
stay until eventually he leads millions of work­ 
ers in the turbulent urban 
center of this land.

Jerry Wurf, always operates 
on a built in self - propulsion. 
But the assassin's slug, which 
replaced the Vietnam war on 
the front pages, turned him 
into a labor leader’s labor 
leader though most of them 
top him by almost two dec- 
Victor Riesel 
ados. 
It was the 48-year-old Jerry Wurf who, as na­ 
tional president of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employes, AFL- 
CIO, actually gave the signal for the garbage 
strike of 1,300 predominantly Negro garbage- 
men in Memphis last Feb. 12, lincoln s Birth­ 
day. 
To Wurf and his colleagues this was just one 
of many such stoppages — some of which cut 
off all but fire and police service In some com­ 
munities. 
At the moment Rev. King was cut down. Jer­ 
ry Wurf had been president of this relatively 
obscure union for only four years.In those four 
years Wurf. a machine gun-tongued orator, had 
revamped the old somnolent AFSCME into a 
rousing, relentless, pile-driving union which 
soon became the fastest growing unit in the 
AFL-CIO. 
Now a union of 400.000 members, it is mush­ 
rooming at the rate of 8,000 new members a 
month. 


WHEN WURF. a former New Yorker whose 
early speeches drew many a street corner 
crowd, found an unorganized department in any 
available city, he moved in, demanded, bar­ 
gained. and struck. 
One city in Michigan was tied up for five 
days. All municipal departments were crippled 
except fire fighting and policing In one Penn­ 
sylvania city the garbage piled up for three 
months. 
In another Midwestern community. City Hall 
was besieged. In St. Paul, the state capitol was 
picketed by a union squad led bv Rev. Albert 
Blat?., and AFSCME national vice president 
By the last available count, the national un­ 
ion had over 10.000 cops organized in 125 locals. 
At the time of the latest report, the union was 
organizing New York State Troopers; fighting 
for union shops of citv poh^ in New Hamp­ 
shire; bargaining for highway workers in Mon­ 
tana and public school cafeteria workers in 
Washington, DC.; and forcing the Michigan 
Civil Service Commission to order its labor- 
management officials into “bilateral determina­ 
tion of wages and working conditions” with 
state employe organizations. 
In New York City, the union’s power hase, 


the AFSCME represents over 125.000 municipal 
employes. Wurf’s brother AI. denouncing Gov. 
Rockefeller, talks of striking the state, no-strike 
law or no no-strike law. 
New York City leader Victor Gotbaum won 
the right to a dues check-off for ail his follow­ 
ers, thus bringing in some $6 million annually. 
In treasuries, as in unions, there is strength 
This, then is the motif for the advance on the 
South — higher wages, union recognition dues 
check-off. and an “equitable grievance proce­ 
dure.” There are not many such municipal *»m- 
ployes contracts in the South though the union 
has 40.000 members in integrated locals in Dix­ 
ie So all roads began leading to Memphis. 
Wurf, an intimate of labor president George 
Meany and such inner circle policy makers as 
the Seafarers' Paul Hall, are operating on a 
bold set of principles. 


HE TOOK OFFICE, he has said, not to 
“ plead” with city, county and state officials nr 
their budget directors. He can see no reason 
why the public sector should not be struck as 
hard as the private sector. 
From Hie public employer, Wurf and his 
aides have always wanted a “clear-cut state­ 
ment” of their right to organize anv city or 
state emplovp as though he or she were a steel 
or auto worker. 
Wurf wants the right to bargain collectively 
with independent third parties sitting in to de­ 
cide which are the appropriate bargaining un­ 
its. From this flows the d<emand for certifica­ 
tion of an exclusive bargaining unit based on 
majority membership If there is a crisis. Wurf 
wants independent third party mediation and 
fact-finding — hut no compulsory arbitration. 


WHETHER IN NEW YORK. Memphis or 
Sunnyvale, Calif., this is the national union's or­ 
ganizing policy. 
Wurf has been on the march behind these slo­ 
gans He has not talked of it often, but his goal 
has been a million members first, and more 
sooner or later 
He does talk often of the potential — six mil­ 
lion state, county and municipal employes. 
Some, as in Tacoma. Wash , are in land man­ 
agement. some are on computers, some work­ 
ing in mental hospitals, but many hundreds of 
thousands are service and maintenance workers 
— janitors, cleaners, garbagemen 
And host on host of them are black workers. 
Despite the walkout, thp walk-ins, the oarades 
and marches in Memphis, few would have re­ 
membered the garbage strike any more than 
they do the New York City sanitationmen's 
stoppage. 
But then Rev. King and a deadly bullet blend­ 
ed the civil rights drive and the trade union 
drive into one Now the strike never will be for­ 
gotten. 
And wherever he goes, wherever h*» bargains, 
wherever he leads his pickets, Jerrv Wur' — 
youngest of labor’s national leaders — wiH be 
remembered for this fight,

Information Gap 


It is becoming more and more apparent that 
the biggest single reason why the administra­ 
tion has been unable to deal effectively with the 
dissent at home on theVietnam issue is directly 
related to inadequate presentation of the case 
to the American peoplel. 
Although both Red China and the Soviet Un­ 
ion are actively engaged in helping the North 
Vietnamese to kill American soldiers, there 
have been no public accusations directed specif­ 
ically to either Moscow or Peking. 
Proof that this places the administration af a 
disadvantage came this very week, as carping 
critics in Congress insist that the United States 
should go anywhere — even into areas under 
Communist control — to talk about a truce In 
Vietnam. 


THE UNITED STATES government, on the 
other hand feels the meeting must he at a neu­ 
tral place so its messages will not be intercept­ 
ed or communications interfered with There is 
no assurance of protect ion except in a neutral 
country. 
President Johnson attempted, in one of his re­ 
cent speeches, to clarify the reasons why the 
United States is in Vietnam. He said: 
“ Isolationism — whether It is the old-fash­ 
ioned kind of isolationism that is roofed in igno­ 
rance. or the new-fashioned kind that grows 
from weariness and impatience — exacts the 
highest price of all and. ultimately, as well 
learned, it is unpayable ’’ 
The President added. “We send our young 
men abroad because peace is threatened — in 
other lands tonight, and ultimately in our own " 
He declared that the United States takes its 
stand “to give stability to a world where stabili­ 
ty is needed desperately.” 
The President is convinced that America's in­ 
volvement in Vietnam will help to prevent a 
third world War. He believes that the sacrifices 
made in Vietnam have been small in compari­ 
son with the cost that the people of the United 
States would have to pay if a world war ensues 
Mr. Johnson has said these things again and 
again, but his remarks have be^n met with cyn­ 
icism. Critics resort to abstract statements that 
a third world war is improbable. Unfortunate­ 
ly, the same comments were heard in Europe 
prior to World War II. 
The truth Is the administration has not been 
getting its case across, and millions of people 
have come to believe that the Vietnam conflict 
is none of America’s business 
There is plenty of information available In­ 
side the State Department about the series of 
Communist threats of aggression which have 
heen made in Europe as well as Asia, and 
W'hioh have been thwarted only by the determi­ 
nation of America to use its power, if neeen- 
aary, to prevent a major war. 
One thing is clear. While the resoluteness of 
the United States is being asserted from time to 
time through diplomatic channels, this is not 
being done publicly. 
There would be no war in Vietnam today lf 
Red China and the Soviet Government withheld 
their military support from the Hanoi regime. 
Peace could be negotiated within a matter (rf 
weeks if there were good faith In Peking and 
Moscow and a desire to restore peace In the 
world 


THE AMERICAN GOVERNMENTS reluc­ 
tance to speak out openly about the part being 
played by Red China and the Soviet govern­ 
ment in the Vietnam War was noted this week 
as the question of selecting a neutral place for 
a truce conference became the subject of con­ 
troversy. 
Even members of Congress did not seem ac­ 
quainted with the American viewpoint when 
they said one place is “as good as another.” 
They didn’t realize that America’s envoys could 
not negotiate with the North Vietnamese in a 
country to which representatives of the South 
Vietnam government would not have access 
The real problem is whether the North Viet­ 
namese want to start peace talks or are looking 
for an excuse to delay them while they carry 
on a military build-up. If the North Vietnamese 
have anv desire to end the war. they wild not 
haggle about the place where the talks take 
place, but will arrange for a site which will he 
open to the South Vietnamese as well as the 
American representatives. 
The Hanoi government, in its first message 
about truce parleys, said the meeting should he 
at “a mutually agreeable site,” It is plain 
that a peace conference which doesn’t include 
the South Vietnamese is not going to be satis 
factors’, and hence a location must he selected 
which will be agreeable to the Saigon govern­ 
ment.

Ladders Require Certain Precautions

If you plan to take advantage 
of the good weather ahead to 
paint or repair your home, you 
will probably have to bring out 
the l a d d e r . 
The 
National

rotting or ter­ 
mite damage 
that may have occurred during 
the winter. It is better to apply 
linseed oil or a varnish to pre­ 
serve the wood than to use 
paint, because the latter can 
bide dangerous cracks and oth­ 
er weaknesses. 


ALTHOUGH metal ladders are 
easier to handle than wooden 
ones, they are also good con­ 
ductors of electricity. For this 
reason, you should not use this 
type of ladder within four feet 
(rf wiring or electrical equip­ 
ment. 


THE FOOT of your ladder 
must be firm and level. If it 
Is placed too close to a wall, 
four weight may cause it to 
jail backward and if too far 
>way, you will put too great a 
strain on the ladder. The ideal 
distance between the foot of the 
ladder and the wall is one - gar­ 
ter of the distance from the foot 
lo the point of contract on the 
Wall. 


! THE TOP of the ladder must 
Also rest against a firm, even 
surface. If you must place the 


ladder in front of a door, you 
should first lock the door. Face 
the ladder both when you are 
climbing up and climbing down 
and take only one rung at a 
time. Before climbing up, you 
should make sure there is no 
wasp nest under the eaves. If 
there is a strong wind, don’t try 
to erect your ladder. Wait for a 
calmer day. 


WHILE YOU are on the lad­ 
der, don’t try to reach beyond a 
comfortable arm’s length. Nev­ 
er lean ao far to one side that 
you have to stand on only one 
foot. If, while on the ladder, 
you feel faint, it is safer to 
drape your arms between the 
rungs and rest your head on the 
ladder until you feel better than 
to try to climb down. 


IF YOU are using a steplad­ 
der, you should make sure it 
is fully opened and that the 
spreader or brace is in the lock­ 
ed position. Unless it is a short, 
three - step kitchen stepladder, 
don’t climb higher than the sec­ 
ond step from the top. Never 
lean a stepladder against the 
wall and use it as you would a 
straight ladder.

Firing Of Ky 
In Smuggling 
Drug Denied 


SAIGON (AP) - Both the 
U.S. Embassy and Vice Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky today de­ 
nied a report being investigated 
by a Senate subcommittee that 
the CIA fired Ky for smuggling 
opium in 1963. 
The report, made to the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Expenditures sub­ 
committee, said Ky commanded 
air crews in a secret CIA opera­ 
tion flying saboteurs to North 
Vietnam and took advantage of 
the setup to fly opium from 
Laos to Saigon. 
The U.S. Embassy said there 
was "no truth in the story that 
Ky was removed from any posi­ 
tion by any element of the U S. 
government for opium smug­ 
gling or for any other reason.” 
Asked if the embassy had any 
information connecting Ky with 
opium smuggling, an embassy 
spokesman said only: "There is 
no truth to the allegation.” 
“The 
vice 
president 
just 
laughed when he saw the sto­ 
ry,” said a spokesman for Ky 
"He said 
it 
was groundless 
news, and there is no truth to it 
at all.” 
The spokesman added that Ky 
took part in the flights over 
North Vietnam, "but he would 
not get involved in smuggling. 
You know he pays no attention 
to matters about money.” 
The 
Senate 
subcommittee’s 
staff director, Joseph Lippman, 
made the report available to 
The Associated Press in Wash­ 
ington with the stipulation that 
the source could not be identi­ 
fied 
Lippman said the report was 
considered highly reliable. The 
subcommittee is headed by Sen. 
Ernest Gruening, D-Alaska. a 
critic of U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam. 
The author of the report said 
he was sent 
to Vietnam in 
March 1962 by an American 
company to serve as an inspec­ 
tor and adviser to ground crews 
that 
maintained 
the 
aircraft 
used in sabotage missions. 
The company, the report said,

Vientam Saturday, spent two 
days being processed and went 
to work with the 412th Munitions 
Maintenance Squadron. 
He has already received a let­ 
ter from his wife. Luci. in Aus­ 
tin. Tex., but he said she didn’t 
offer him any advice on how to 
get along on his new job. 
“We pretty well know what 
each other is thinking,” he ex­ 
plained. 
Nugent was sweating today in 
the 87-degree heat with his 
trainer. Sgt. Alvin Plemel of 
Dunbar. Wis., and Airman l.C.

Winter* Producer Call$ It Q uit* 


Why does the producer of a 
show successful enough to be 
renewed suddenly quit? Sheldon 
Keller, producer of the “Jona­ 
than 
Winters 
Show,” turned 
in his time­ 
card to CBS 
because t h e 
network a n d 
Winters want­ 
ed changes he 
couldn't agree 
with. 
“I d i d n ’t 
want to tamp- Hal Humphrey 
er with a show that was work­ 
ing, but they did. CBS wanted 
certain personnel fired that I’d 
brought in with me. They also 
wanted to make c o n c e p t 
changes and to move the or­ 
chestra off the stage into the 
basement,” explains Keller. 
Moving the orchestra doesnt 
seem like a big thing, but it 
was to Keller, who maintains 
the orchestra (rn stage gave the 
show a “live” look and a vitali­ 
ty for Winters, even though he 
cfoesn’t sing or dance. 


KELLER ALSO is a big be­ 
liever in giving the viewers 
s o m e t h i n g to identify with. 
That’s why he has Winters 
coming on stage as himself af­ 
ter another act has performed. 
Winters and CBS apparently 
didn’t think this was important 
Predictability is another big 
factor in a variety-type show, 
Keller believes, and that was 
his reason for having Winters 
do certain spots each week like 
his "Meet the Folks” and “Cou­ 
ple Up the Street” sketch with 
Abby Dalton. 
CBS didn’t like Keller’s bring­ 
ing in a rock ’n’ roll group each 
week, but the network and he 
finally compromised and used 
such outfits about every other 
week. 
Keller claims he was respon­ 
sible. too, for turning Winters 
into a top-notch sketch comic. 


“HE WAS always nervous 
about doing them, hut you’ve 
seen him now and he’s great at 
sketches. The one where he 
played Willy S a I z rn a n, the 
take-off on Willy bornan in 
‘Death of a Salesman,’ was su­ 
perb,” says Keller. “I had no 
trouble with Winters in the 
c o m e d y department. Even 
when he didn’t think a joke was 
good, he’d try it and give it ev­ 
erything he had, instead of 
lying down on it to prove he 
was right.” 
T h e * e was no doubt, of 
course, that Keller and Winters 
had differences. 
But as Keller knows from 
being a comedy writer for 
many years, it’s tough to get 
along with comics. He was 
chief writer and associate pro­ 
ducer of Danny Kaye’s show 
for two seasons, then came to a 
parting of the ways with Dan­ 
ny 


“LISTEN.” adds Keller, “I 
don’t blame these comics for 
being nervous. They’re under 
an awful strain on TV. You’re 
telling them to step up in front 
of 21 million people every week 
and be funny. They’ve got a 
right to be nervous, but In Win­ 
ters I had the best comic in the 
world and the most dependable, 
something they tried to tell me 
he wasn’t when I first took the 
Job” 
NBC had comedian Alan King 
In his own special recently and 
it was a riot of a show, with 
King doing most of the rioting 
himself. But as Keller points 
out, if King were to try that ev­ 
ery week he’d have to settle 
down, because that pace would 
be too much for one guy. 
K e l l e r , who looks like a 
young British colonel, started 
out as a comic himself around 
the borsch circuit of Wisconsin 
and the New York Catskills, but 
found it was easier to write 
S 
ags than deliver them. Since, 
e's worked for most of the 
big-time comics. 


AS PRODUCER of the 17 
Winters shows (the last one is 
on Wednesday), Keller has been 


putting in 70 hours a week. 
which is somewhat of a strain, 
too. Naturally, he was in no 
mood to have the show changed 
without at least an argument, a 
luxury which CBS evidently 
wasn't allowing him. 
The Winters show will be 
back next season (it started 
last Dec. 27), and at this writ­ 
ing no successor to Keller has 
been chosen yet (or volun­ 
teered). Whoever it is, he will 
have to listen to a lot of advice 
from kibitzers in and out of the 
network, but most of all the 
show’s ratings will have to re­ 
main good, no matter what else 
happens. 
Keller, meanwhile, is reading 
two screen treatments and may 
sign to do the screenplay for 
one of them. But he’ll be back 
to TV sometime, because with 
all of its headaches, he's fasci­ 
nated by it.
